3. COLOMBIAN CROP YEAR RUNS OCTOBER 1 TO SEPTEMBER 30. ACCORD- 
ING TO GOMEZ JARAMILLO 2.5 MILLION BAGS ALREADY HAVE MOVED TO MAR- 
KET DURING OCTOBER 1 TO DECEMBER 15, 1975. RECENT HEAVY WINTER 
RAINS NOT EXPECTED TO HAVE MAJOR EFFECT ON OCTOBER TO MARCH HAR- 
VEST (FIRST HALF YEAR). RAINS MAY AFFECT HARVEST SECOND HALF 

YEAR BEGINNING MAY 1976 DUE TO DAMAGE FLOWER FORMATION. MORE- 
OVER, BECAUSE OF HIGH FERTILIZER PRICES THROUGH SUMMER 1975 APPLI-

6. FOLLOWING CURRENT CROP YEAR DOWNWARD CYCLE IN YIELDS, COLOM-

YEARS. WITH RECENT DECREASE IN FERTILIZER PRICES AND FAVORABLE
